Eban rejects

LONDON. Israel's Foreign Minister, 
Mr, Abba Eban, who arrived here on 
Friday for a two-day private visit, criti- 
cised the latest Soviet proposal for a 
Middle East settlement. “It is not a peace 
proposal,” said Mr. Eban in an interview 
at the airport, but a “proposal whereby 
Israel would renounce the conditions of 
her security. Having recently trampled 
underfoot the liberties and sovereignty of 
a smali state in Europe, Russia 15 not 
regarded In Israel as the natural source 
of a peace proposal for the Middte Bast." 

Mr. Eban said in reply to a question 
that he did not think a Middle East war 
was inevitable, hut that Israeli defence 
chiefs must exercise “maximum vigilance 
and preparedness." 

In a television interview, Mr. Eban said 
that he would outline Israel's plan for 
peace in- the Middle East at the U.N. 
General Assembly on October 8, He de- 
clined to give details, but said it was 
based upon a peace growing out from the 
Middle Hast and not a~ settlement engi- 
neered from outside the area by others. 

Israel's Deputy Premier, Mr. Yigal Al- 
Jon, who is also in London said in an 
interview with INA that the recent Soviet 
warning’ on the Middle East seemed to 
be more than a mére gesture of help 
to the Arabs.

CATRO (Reuter).—Religious leaders from 
34 Islamic countries attended the opening 
here yesterday of a 10-day conference to 
discuss the attitude of Islam towards cur- 
rent Middle East events.

750 milion Moslems ail over the world are 
Tepresented, includes research papers on 
the role of Jihad (Holy War), the status 
of Jerusalem in Islam, the attitude of Jews 
towards islam and Moslems, and “aggres- 
sion by the Jews" against Islamic holy 
places, 


Caetano's speech gave promise of pos- 
sible changes after 40 years of Salazar's 
one-man rule. 


While promising to adhere to Salazar's

be made where necessary. He said that 
“the great danger is for disciples to 
blindly foow their master .. . the con- 
stancy of the major outlines of Portu- 
guese policy and the constitutional norms 
Of the state will not, therefore, prevent 
the government, whenever timely, from 
carrrying out necessary reforms.” 

He pledged to contitue the wars against 
guerrills forces in Portugal's three Afri- 
488 territories, ani warned that the 
situation did not allow him to introduce 
political liberties at home. “While tie 
armed forces figitt in Guinea, Angola and 
Mozambique, and while Portuguese diplo- 
macy meets So many examples of lack of 
understanding in the chascellerles and in 
internationa: assemblies, we cannot slacken 
our vigilance here in the rear.” 

What most impressed political observers 
was the fect that the new Portuguese 
leader ‘could even contemplate the possi- 
bility of “liberties” in this one-party πᾶ- 
tion, 

Many Portuguese were excited by the 
prospect of ceonomie changes. For four 
decades the ideal of Salazar's economic 
policy had been to balance the budget 
every year.

of its African colonies. Their survival is 
ἃ wonder and a mystery, The Portuguese, 
8. people of some eight millions, keep 
140,000 men under arms. Defence costs 
40 per cent of her budget. These colonies 


are technically overseas provinces. There is . 
little self-rule, and virtually no racial ἡ 


prejudice. Portuguese peasant settlers are 
emcouraged to marry African women. 
‘Where there is rebellion it is met with 
mixed forces of white and black. Hduca- 
ted Africans are treated as equals. They 
are potentially rich, but partly for lack of 
capital, are grossly under-developed, They 
are 2 dead loss to the nation, though ‘a 
spectacular source of wealth to:a few 
families. 

But the profit motive 15 not really the 
reason that keeps the Portuguesc empire 
intact. They are themselves an under- 
developed people. They are almost 2 colony 
with colonies, There is a basic delusion 
of grandeur greater and stranger than 


that even of the British, who once thought, 


themselves elected to rule the uncivilized 
world. They were, for exampie, eppalled 
in 1890 when Britain occupied land — 
later to. become Rhodesia — between 
thelr colonies of Angola and Mozambique. 
Despite the famous Anglo-Portuguese 
treaty’ of 1873, there were-passionate de- 
mands that England be invaded. A public 
Subscription to buy ships was opened, 
and they actually bought a second-hand 
frigate ‘for the purpose — from England, 

Portugal has opted out, has rejected 
the post-war world. It does not regard 
itself as a colonial Power,.but as a rea- 
sonable missionary.. The Joss of Goa: burt 
like -the Joss of ἃ limb. Salazar played a 
major role in maintaining this strange 
emotional and political immobility. ἣν

So in 1928, the.Professor of Hconomics 
at the ancient University of Colmbra was 
invited: by" the - to Be Eden 
Minister.

‘Right from the start he insisted on get~ 
ting his own way. He disliked politicians 
who ‘made a career of their: trade. He 
distrusted liberalism and despised ‘demo- 

-ecracy, He was a believer in: an old- 
fashioned Rerum Novarum. Catholic cor- 
porative State. And in 1932 he became 
Prime Minister. And stayed there. 

Using simple pre-Keynesian economics, 
Salazar stabilized the currency. It ig now 
against -the law for the Government not 
to balance the budget. Like many dictators 
before him, .his claim to rule was based 
on the eradication of the disorder that 
preceded him. In this he was right, He 
‘was wrong in staying too long. 

Foreign criticism 

He took no note of foreign criticism. 
Be thought Eritain and France insane 
to decolonize. He was as efficient in 
Power ag a devoted olf clerk in some 
outer Victorian office. He’ did not seem 
to delight in the exercise of power. He 
merely thought he was necessary. 

There were gestures againat him. In 
1961 one of his former close supporters 
who had. fallen from favour, Captain 
Henrique Galvao, selzed the Hoer Santa 
Maria on the high seas. He Js now living 
in Brazil.as a political refugee. General 
Humberto Delgado stood for the Presi- 
dency in 1958, running on the promise 
that he would oust Salazar from the 
premiership. He got, officially, about a 
quarter of the votes. His murdered body 
“was found in a-Spanish ditch in 1965. 
No: action: was taken by Portugal over 
his death. The present President te the 
meek and retired Admiral Americo Tomas, 
who,. with a Council .of State, would have 
to pick a successor. - 

No scandal hes ever touched Salazar's 
person. He was not loved, but accepted. 
And it is quite oseleas to try to guess 
what happens next. The Portuguese have 
Jost the habit of choosing for themseives. 

A number of names have been men- 
tloned. Almost certainly they will be in- 
terim, figures, and on the Righi, Salazar 
restored relations with the Catholic Church. 
There is a Cardinal-Patriarch in Lighon, 
revered and effective, but old. 

Church “‘disengages” 
But the faith lies lightly on the -Por- 
. tuguese, and the Church has been quietly 
disengaging itself from total complicity 
‘with the regime — in preparation for 
the day when change was inevitable. And- 
any way it carries little influence. 

Parliament and the corporations are not, 
used to exercising power. The Ministers 
lave been shuffled again and again so 
that no obvious secondary leader has 
been allowed to emerge.There is the 
Army, of course,bat except for two 
bungled coup attempts it has supported 
tha regime. There will be some who will 
rejoice at Salazar’s going, but there is 
in Portugal a far more widespread dread 
of what may happen in the interim vacuum 
that must follow his departure. 

Portuguese interests almost certainly 
would best be served by a policy of de- 
colonization, and an increased investment 
at home. They are not a disorderly or a 

simple people. They can be violent. They 
ean go to passionate extremes and bit- 
terly regret it afterwards.

on road to reform

PARIS, -— 
ἘΡΌΘΑΤΊΟΝ Minister Edgar Yaure's 
prescription of

bellious French youth. But, unless the ex- 
tremist' minority sabotage the faculty 
exems before the new academic year 


begins in November, it could turn into a. 


wondrous victory. 

Ta assuming the formidable task of re= 
building the French edttcational system, 
25. Faure, ἃ brilliant international lawyer 


. and state prosecutor at the Nuremberg 


war criminal trials, has taken on the 
most difficult brief of his career, If he 
wins this case he will acquire a prestige 
which could carry him to the presidency 
after de Gaulle. 

This short, tubby professional politician 
— twice Premier and ten times a minis- 
ter during the 1950s —- seems to relish 
the discomforts of the hot seat. As Minis- 
ter of Agriculture for the past twa years, 
he braved bombardments of rotten egzs 
from discontented smaltholders who were 

1% bankrupt at the rate of one every 

ten minutes. But he saved the country 
from a peasants’ revolt and salvaged the 
intricate machinery which now firmly 
locks the farming Mechanisms of the six 
Common Market countries, Now, aa he 
walts for the students’ response to his 
reforms, he is trying to stave off an 
even toore dangerous insurrection. 

Faure's dry wit and curiously engaging 
. lisp disarm his antagonists in debate. But 

he speaks so fast that the National As- 

sembly’s shorthand writers complain they 
cannot keep up with him. He has an 

‘upusual foible; he insists on changing his 

shoes six times a day. 

His enemies claim he is a cynical op- 
portunist and completely devoid of prin- 
ciple. But, coming from cronies of the 
General who never dare question even a 
rumouxed whim from the Blysée Palace, 
this is almost a compliment. Faure is 
unique as the only member of the cabinet 
who refuses to wear the Gaullist colours. 
He explains: “I am loyal to the General. 
But I do not necessarily subscribe to his 
ideas and policies.” 

‘When de Gaulle condemned Israel as 
-the aggressor in the Six Day War, Faure 
promptly donated several hundred dollars 
to the Israeli war effort by buying a 
painting at a Jewish art sale here. Any 
other nulnister would have been ordered 

. to hand in hig portfolio for such an act 
ef defiance, But Faure can get away 
even with lése-majesté. 


Not out to be popular 


Edgar, as he is affectionately called by 
both his friends and foes, does not fear 
unpopularity. While he was Prime Minis- 
ter in 1955 he recalled the exiled Sultan 
Mohammed V from Madagascar and 
granted independence to Morocco against 
the will of hig entire cabinet and of 
French public opinion. The opposition, in- 
cluding the Gaullists, immediately toppled 
his government in revenge. 

Faure discarded France's most prospe- 
rous African protectorate, not for ideolo- 

~ gical motives, but because he is a prace 

tieal hard-headed politician. Asked why 
he and his ministers drove Citroen saloons 
jostead of state-manufactured Renaults 
he gave the characteristic reply: “I know 
it Is not patriotic. But there is more 
Jeg room.” 

Before bringing him into his govern- 
ment de Gaulle sent Faure on a series 
of delicate missions. These trips took him 
to the Soviet Union, Hgypt — where he 

doa decade of animosity created 
by France's military expedition to Suez 
—,and where he established diplo- 
matic links with the Peking regime. Faure 
speaks Russian fluently, Exmining the 
eyrillic doodling on hig desk blotter at 
a recent Common Market conference, I 
noticed be had been giving a lesson to 
his- neighbour, Foreign Minister Couve de 
Murville.

Jewish textile merchant, edits an uvant- 
garde Uterary magazine and writes novels 
aud scenarios for films and television.

Travel tax 


To the Editeur of The Jermalem Post 

Sir, — I am o Belgien citizen, living 
in Belgium, and married to an Israeli. 
My wife aoutomatically obtained Belgian 
citizenship through marriage, and our 
childven, born in Belgium, are naturally 
also Belgians. It is therefore beyond my 
comprehension why I should be forced 
to pay ἃ travel tax for my wite and 
children when they visit Israel annually. 

Having informed myself and written 
to different departments, I was simply 
answered that my wife can be considered 
an Israeli residing ubroad only if she is 
absent from Israel] for two consecutive 
years, even though it is written on her 
Israeli passport that she is residing in 
Belgium, us hay been the case for the 
past five years, More aggravating still, 
Ioum_ forced to puy travel tax for 
my children, who were barn in Belgium, 
How can you expect them to be absent 
from Tsrael for two years consecutively if 
they have never lived in Israel but only 
came us tourists? 

After a lengthy correspondence with the 
Customs and Excise Dept., the latter did 
create a precedent by refunding ta mé 
myiast payment of the travel tax. How- 
ever, as to my application to be exempted 
from any future payments, they 
replied that thls is not possible as long 
ax the present law remains unchanged. 

All this js certainly very poor acknow- 
Tedgement οὐ one’s sympathy and solida- 
rity for Isiael.

The Ministry of Finance replies: 

We have not disregarded the need to 
assist Israelis living abroad to maintain 
contact with Israel, To fill this need, 
graduated exemption privileges were fix- 
ed, 1.6., an Israeli citizen returning for 
a visit after a minimum of one year 
abroad receives  IL75 exemption. If he 
was abroad at least twa years, he is al- 
together exempt from taxation. 

The tax exemptions granted to Israelis 
residing abroad must naturally be classi- 
fied, for Israelis visiting relatives abroad 
ao not in contrast, enjoy any exemptious 
whatsoever; they are obliged to pay the 
full tax even If they hold an additional 
eltizenship. 

At the same time, we are welghing the 
possibility of granting additional exemp-= 
tions to Israelis residing abroad perma- 
nently.

HERE has been a tendency abroad, 

wherever an interest about the future 
of Greece igs still preserved, ta regard 
today's plebiscite un the new Constitution 
as aa important landmark, suggesting 
the possibility of a return sorte time tu 
parliamentary government, That. certain- 
jy, has been the burden of favourabls 
comment brought back from Greéce by 
various publle men who have accepted the 
jnvitation of the military regime to visit 
Greece and be guided to a right thiak- 
ing view of the Goverament's intentions. 

But ts tt such an Important laadmatrk? 
There are several reasons for concluding 
that it fs ποῖ, at least in the sense 
whith the colonels generally mean. 

In the first place, reports from Athens 
est that the plebiscite itself !s belng 
ged." Not pernaps quite so blatantly 
was first contemplated by. obliging

to vate “No.” 

But there will be similar discoursuge- 
ments for apy voter who might wish to 
ress his rejection elther of the Constl- 
tution itself or of the right of this re- 
gime, which seized and continues to hold 
power hy force, to father it. Reports from 
‘Athens speak of the “screenlng’ of the 
jnvigilators at the polling stations and of 
instructlons to hand voters only the “Yes” 
paper, ubliging them to ask specifically 
Soro “No” paper It they wish. 

But, of course, the most blatant denial 
of a free vote is the fact that, in spite 
of earlier officia) hints to the contrary, 
voting will be taking place under condi- 
tions of martial law, with arbitrary pow- 
ers of arrest and .Press censorship fully 
Maintained. 

Just the same, the tegime will be anxi- 
ous to prove to the world that the 
plebisctte ty entirely free, and the now 
fumUiar tactic has been adopted of in- 
viting sytipathetic foreign politicians and 
public figures — about 30 uf them in 
all --- to watch the proceedings. 

Similar “public relations” considerations 
no doubt inspired the decision to release 
on September 23 eminent Greek politictans 
lincluding former Premiers George Pa- 
pandreou and Panayotis Kancllopoulos) 
who had been held under house arrest or 
sept into island exile. But — typleal of 
a situation where there is often lack of 
agreement among the “shrewder” and the 
“tougher” Government leaders the 
earller promise to releuse all politicians 
tufore the plebisclte has aot been kept. 
Only seven qualified, and even they have 
hecn warned not to speak out of tura, oa 
pain of being “put back into a plaster 
cast.” For sume, if that happened. it 
would be for the fourth time. 

But whatever the degree of real or 
psychological coersion, the Greek regime 
has little to fear from the result of the 
vote. Even if it took place under cond)- 
tions of complete freedom, it would cer- 
tainly result In ἃ resounding majority 
in favour of the Constitution. This of 
course will be interpreted by the Gov- 
eroment as a salute to their 17 months 
of rule. 

In fact, it would be more accurately In- 
terpreted as u choice of the lesser of 
tivo evils, What would be the effect of 
4 majority rejection of the Constitution 
-- assuming that such a result were 
honestly admitted and published by the 
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regime? It would merely coufirm: the 
fears of those in power that they Btill 
Tuie by force rather than consent — 
the same fears which dictate the continua- 
tion of martial Jaw and the censorship. 
It would enable the Prime Minister, Mr. 
George Papadopoulos, to say, in his 
favourite medical metaphor, that his pa- 
tient — the Greek nation — wes still 
sick and in need of further treatment. 
‘And he would continue to rule. as he 
has since April, 1967, without a Consti- 
tution. 

In the circumstances, even those Greek3 
who are strenuously opposed to the re- 
gime and who realise that an affirmative

vote will be misunderstood, are lkely to 
yote “Yes”. Their reasoning, simply, will 
be that continued rule by the junta with 
some kind of Constitution is preferable to

For, deficient, ag it is in guarantee of 
“eommon denominator” liberties, the pro- 
posed Constitution is regarded as a poa- 
sible catalyst which could, in time, trans- 
form, the situation in Greece. That, at 
Jeast, is the hope of the frustrated poll- 


tical leaders of Greek democratic opinion . 


Till now they 


have sought desperately but in vain to 


translate their opposition into effective ac- 
tlon.

The basis of this optimism is the view 
that the Greek regime has been forced, 
against its better judgment and agatust 
the logic of its. continuing failure to at- 
tract grass-root support, to introduce some 
kind of constitutional legality, This was 
in response. partly, to considerations of 
internal equilibrium — a2 step towards 
mitigating the role of the tanks. But, 
much more effectively, it was in res- 
ponse to the pressures of foreign govern- 
ments — especially the.American — for 
a positive move which would make it 
easier to continue support for a regime 
whteh, especially after Czechoslovakia, is 
still regarded (some would say with short- 
term blindness} as an asect to the stra- 
tegic pattern of Nato.

Italian police ‘love patrols’. act to protect girl tourists

ROME 1Ofns). — 

‘ALY has adopted a new official po- 
Mcy: towards papagalli, the youthful 
Latin Lovers who pester girl tourists. 
It is: if you can't beat them, train them. 
“Operation Sheepdog’ hag been In pro- 
gress throughout the summer, A highly- 
trained force of special police were put 
into the fleid under, their generalissimo, 
Dr. Tombolonl, 3 genial and understand- 
ing Tourist Department official. Working 
in pairs, with a smattering of languages 
and walkie-talkie contact with H.Q, they 


cover the busiest tourist centres. from: 


9 am. to 2 am. Since mid-July they 
have virtually put an end to the “hot 
war" days of papagalismo which damaged 
the image, of the Holy City. 

Known to the vulgar. as “love patrols,” 
the police check the documents of papa- 
galli (means “parrots,” from the practice 
ΟΣ repeating stock phrases to guide-book- 
carrying foreign girls) and send them to 
@ police station to be lectured and dock- 
eted- 

Next time, the culprity may face 8 
fine of IL400 and up to six months im- 
prisonment for “molesting and -disturb- 
Ing." Only one serloug incident was re- 
ported in Rome this season: a swarm of 
papagali were driven off ἃ group of 
mini-skirted girls by force. The police 
walkie-talkiey had to be used to calliup 
reserves. 

Dr. Tombolini spreads his hands when 
asked whether the phenomenon is being 
overcome. “Papagallismo,” he smiles, “is 
probably more widespread than ever, but 
it takes innocuous forms. Just as our 
methods are more deterrent than puni- 
tive, so those of our opponents have be- 
come less aggressive, less conspicuous. 
One might say, more civilised.” 

The feminine tourists deserves some 
credit for this, he says. They have taken 
the pupagallo’s measure. They treat his 
dalliance more aud more as a piece of 
loca! folklore. 

Stern action has helped to eradicate 
those less tradilional forms of the sport 
which ended sordidly, sometimes in bag- 
snatching. Italy's highest court went so 
far ag to ruJe that the wolf-whistle and 
outspoken comment, even if favourable, 
are to be punished. Raids in force were 
made on scaside papagalli and nearly 100 
were roped in at Rimini, the most, po- 
pular resort, in a single day. 

But Italians generally remain tolerant. 


If some were scandalised by the opening ᾿ 


of a “Latin Lovers Club” at Florence not 
long 850, it was less on moral grounds 
than at the institutionalisation of the pur- 
suit of love. Members had to be limited 
to an elite of 36. A car was essential. 
Rules and regulations were drawn up. 
If pepagalli were to be screened and 
tested like this, it was felt, then another 
stronghold of individual enterprise had 
fallen. 

But the Florentines scon showed them- 
selves masters of the art.

When the Lithuanian's national group 
jn Australia heard about the couple they 
offered to arrange for them to get ἃ 
house. But after belng told Stefan and 
Jennifer were happy te stay where they 
are, a spokesman for the group said 
they would help in other ways. If they 
cRanged their minds, they. could stil, be 
provided with a proper home.

Π σ᾿ scheme to. train 
soldiers for college 
to be expanded

"THE scheme under which soldiers from 
the Oriental communities have been 
attending special preparatory courses to 
enable them tu enter the Hebrew Univer- 
sity is now to be extended ta cover any 
Young people from slum areas. immigrant 
settlements and development towns. It is 
expected that this extensfon will eacom- 
pass about 500 students per year, It will 
also cover female atudents for the first 
tine. 


The scheme is considered ἃ major suc- 
cess, and has helped to raise the relatively 
low proportion of Oriental students. 
Selected students attended thesc courses 
for the Jast seven months of their 
mmilitary service. Six such courses 
have been completed at the Technion in 
Haifa and the Hebrew University in Jeru- 
salem. Gut of 228 candidates accepted 
into the preparatory courses at the He- 
brew University. 152 have either com- 
Pieted their studies or are continulng 
with them. UWoiversity officials believe 
these results to be excellent. 


The qualifications for acceptance to 
this special course are that the soldiers 
belong to one of the Orienta] commu- 
nities, come from a family of limited 
financial means, and have a complete or 
almost complete matriculation certificate. 
After the first two courses, it was decided 
alsc te require a certain τῷ. level. 


All interested soldiers who meet these 
qualifications are invited to appear 
before a selection committee composed 
of representatives of the Army, the Min- 
istry of Education, the Technion, and the 
Hebrew Universtty. The committee rates 
the candidates according to their poten- 
lial and the best of them are gent to 
the course. 

“At the apeaing af the 1967-63 aca- 
doemie year 120 graduates of the prepa- 
ralory course were studying for the B.A. 
or M.A. degree, Sixteen other graduates 
had completed their studies and started 
working in their professions. Among them 
arr two students from Rosh Ha’Ayin, 
who are the first members of this immi- 
grant town to complete full academic 
studies. Twelve of the graduates are 
serving as teachers in development towns 
and imnugrant settlements. Another stu- 
dent has recelved the recommendation of 
the department in which he studies and 
probably will he sent abroad in 1969 for 
advanced studies, with the hope that on 
his return he will be able to fill an 
academic post at the University. 


The most favoured faculty of the stu- 
dents is Humanities and Social Sclence, 
chosen for study by 62 of the students. 
Natural Sciences and Mathematics comes 
next In popularity. with 28 of the stu- 
dents. The other 46 students were fairly 
evenly divided in their choice between 
Law. Agriculture, and Medicine. 

The coordinator of the course at the 
Hebrew University, Mr. Moshe Elat, 
points out that the percentage of drop- 
outs among these students is lower than 
the average at the University, and further- 
more the percentage of those carrying on 
for the M.A. is higher than for any 
other group at the University. The drop- 
out rate from the preparatory course 
has been reduced to all aod all 46 se- 
jected for the last course were accepted 
into the university. Mr. Elat believes 
this is the result of better selection tech- 
niques and the constant improvement of 
the preparatory course Itself. 

The programme has s0 far been financ- 
ed from three sources: the Army, which 
puys for the students’ housing and food. 
the Ministry of Education, which pays for 
twe-thirds of the costs of the studies. 
and two <Amerivan Jews fram Ocientat 
familles who pay the other third of the 
cost of studies. The donations from Col. 
Yeitiel Eliashar and 3fr, Maren Mitrani 
were given on condition that the Ministry 
of Education would pay for two-thirds 
af costs of the studies. 

During their actual studies for a de- 
gree, the students may obtaia various 
Scholarships and grants, ss well as Uni- 
versity loans and fellowships. It is be- 
lieved that this in part contributes to the 
Jew drop-out rate. 

However, not all the students are wil- 
Jing or ahle to commit themselves to 
t aching after they complete their stu- 
For these, less financial assistance 
available. The University believes 

the Ministry of Education 
should establish a special fund to 
heip the graduates of the caurse who 
study at the various unlversitics.

U.K. Labour plans 
for new revolution 


BLACKPOOL (Reuter). — Britain's Lab- 
our Party Jast night coupled a partial 
apology for past mistakes with a promise 
of future polcies designed to cushion the 
impact of the new industrial revolution. 


As delegates gathered in this seaside 
resort for their 67th annual conference, 
starting tomorrow, the governing party 
unveiled a manifesto as a general guide 
to its thinking on socialism in the ‘seven- 
ties. 

Suggestions include a wealth tax, ἃ 
code of conduct to prevent abuse of 
power by large corporations, and a more 
sensitive response to regional reguire- 
ments. In conference circles the proposed 
wealth tax is regarded as litttle more 
than 2 gesture — the flourishing of a 
ΤΙ folk symbol to the restless Labour 
left. 

The emphasis in the document is on 
human problems of the new technological 
society, and how to achieve public ac- 
countability on the part of big industry. 
“We want a new awareness of manage- 
ment’s obligations to workers and the 
wider public interest when major change 
is taking place. The Labour Party does 
not intend to let this new industrial 
revolution leave in its wake the scars 
that characterised the first industrial 
revolution.” 


Tunisian attacks

TUNIS (Reuter). — The organ of Tuni- 
sia's ruling Socialist Destour Party, “Al 
Amaij,” yesterday stepped up its attack 
agalnst the Arab League following the 
government's announcement that it would 
Boycott League meetings.

Students’ target 
is penal code

MEXICU IDITY. — 

One of the maln targets of current 
student demonstrations here — the an- 
Beiest in Mexico in recent years — is a 
criminal code Jaw that dates back to the 
days of Adolf Hitler. 

For seven weeks students from the Na- 
tional University and Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, with a combined enrolment of 
170,000 have been demanding government 
acceptance of a six-point petition in which 
repeal of the criminal code clause fi- 
Bures high. The clause, known as 81- 
tele 145 of the penal code, outlaws the 
written or spoken dissemination in Mexico 
of “ideas, programmes or standards of 
action of any foreign government de- 
signed to disrupt public order or affect 
the sovereignty of Mexico.” 

Anyone contravening the law is guilty 
of what is known here as “social dis- 
solution” — αὶ cupaemism for subver- 
sive activity that in politically ‘stable Mcx- 
jen is just one step short of treason, 

The clause has its origins in 1941, 
when Hitler was at the height of his 
rampage across Europe and winning in- 
fluence as far away ag Mexico. The then 
President of Mexico, Avila Camacho, fear- 
ed an outburst of pro-Nazi demonstra- 
tions in this next-door neighbour of the 
‘U.S. and pushed through legislation to 
Make any such show of sympathy ille- 
gal. President Camacho also feared the 
threat of a pro-Hitler fifth column in 
Mexico. The claus2 explicitly. prohibits 
street rallies that could be viewed as sub- 
versive. 

While the clause was aimed at poten- 
tial right-wing extremists, elements to the 
jeft of centre now view it ag an equal 
threat fo their political activities, Based 
on the loosely-worded Napoleonic Code, 
Mexican law can be a double-edged sword 
and leftists are concerned that their pro- 
tests could be viewed as being conducted 
at the urging. or in accord with the 
Principles, of international Communism. 

A handful of Mexicans are currently 
in jail accused of contravening clause 
145. Among them is labour leader De- 
metrio Vallejo, who has become 2 hero 
among the students, and whom the <At- 
torney-General has accused of being a 
Soviet agent.

An air terminal 
built by drunks 


By ESKO SALMINEN 
HELSINKI.— 

Men paying the penalty for drunken 
driving will share the work of con- 
structing a Modern new airport build- 
ing to be opened here next spring. 

Most of the drunken drivers convicted 
and sentenced in Helsinki ure sent to a 
work-camn near the airport to labour on 
airport developments, including clearing 
woodlands around the runways. There are 
several similar work-camps in varlous 
parts of the couatry. 

Finland has the heaviest penalties in 
Europe for drunken driving. If you drive 
a motor vehicle after taking two or 
three brandies, you may be sent to pri- 
son for as much as six months and lose 
your driving licence for Lnree years, An 
amendment to the law last ycar specified 
that anyone sentenced to more than 
three months for drunken driving must 
serve the sentence in a prison instead of 
a work-camp. 

About 7,000 men and women are sen- 
tenced every year for this offence, but 
the average Finn still regards this az ἃ 
subject for jokes rather than a crime. 

A number of leading personalities of 
Fionish society, from priests to leading 
pop-singers, have served their terms in 
ἃ work-camp. One singer even recorded a 
hit about Helsinki's airport camp when 
he_was released. 

Yet jt jg no joke to be scent to a 
work-camp. It can mean losing a job or 
at least working for two or three months 
without any pay except the minimal 
wages the state. pays for the manual le- 
bour, A part of this pay is sent to the 
famillex of the drunken drivers, but for 
Many of them the penalty still means 
great financial difficulties. 

The drunken drivers in the work-camps 
can receive brief visits from their fa- 
milies and friends every evening and for 
a few hours on Suadays. 

Blood and ability tests decide who goes 
to a work-camp. If a driver causes an 
accident, the penalty is heavier. Occa- 
sionally police set up road traps, and 
stop every car td See if drivers scen 
drunk. If they suspect intoxication, the 
driver is subjected to a blood test. 

The authorities, from President Urho 
Kekkonen downwards, are more and more 
worried about drunken driving. Psycho- 
logists suggest lighter punishments, but 
for the present the hard line 15 main- 
tained. 

The only: consolation for drunken driv- 
ers is that they are physically fitter 
after serving their term of manual 18- 
bour. Reuter)

Quicker test for 
cancer detection 
is claimed 


SPA, Beigium (Reuter), — An American 
Scientist claimed yesterday he’ had per- 
fected a cancer detection test whtch shaw- 
ed whether ἃ person had a malignant tu- 
mour up ta five and half years earlier 
than was pow poxsible. 

Dr, Jack Makari, 50, head of the Makarl 
Research Laboratories In Englewood, New 
Jersey, told an international cancer confe- 
rence here that the test had been proved 
effective In the U.S., Japan and France. 
He said it involved isolating an antigen 
‘substance that stimulates production cf 
anti-bodies) from a cancerous tumour and 
adding to Jt the patient's blood serum. This 
mixture was then tnjected into tbe skin, 
which witha ve miqutes etther reacted 
positively, meaning a malignant tumour, 
or negatively, meaning a henign tumour. 

Dr. Makari sald the test could also be 
used after a cancer operation ta see whe- 
ther further surgery was necessary. 


Families flee when 


tremor shakes Lima 

LIMA, Peru (Reuter!, — Hundreds of 
familles fled from their homes in terror 
when a strong earth tremor shook Lima 
yesterday. The 15-second tremor brought 
masonry from old buildings crashing to 
the ground, but there were no casualties, 
according to first reports.

Russians seize two

patrol boat seized two Japanese fishing 
boats off Etorofu Island, east of Hok- 
kaido, today, the Maritime Safety Agency 
reported. The Agency identified the cap- 
tured vessels-as the 19-ton Kowa Maru 
and the 67-ton Heishin Maru. 

‘The Agency said a crewman of the Hel- 
shin Maru was hit when the Russians 
fired warning shots as they chased three 
fishing ‘boats operating some 113 miles 
north-west of the eastern tip of Etorofu. 

A total of elght crewmen were aboard 
the two vessels. 

A third vessel — the Anei Maru —nar- 
rowly escaped captivity by fleeing at full 
speed under the Russian gun fire, uccord- 
ing to the Agency.
